ONEST business is in something of a poli- 
tical hole these days. It is mainly in a 


]-.-ilc' because of dishonest business. Dishonest 
bu?ines.«. by creating a real political issue, en- 
f.hle? politicians who are communists at heart, 
and hence agrainst all private business, to make 
an issue against business in general. 


This is one of the citizens' problems in 


the present campaign. 
On the one side are 


husiiv-?* men attempting to protect 
honest 


business from the vortex of communism and 
socialism which is sleeping down upon all 
business. They are handicapped by the dishon- 
est business men vrhoae records are cited to 
create prejudice against all private business. 
On the other hand are honest progressives who 
want business regulated honestly, and who are 
handicapped by radicals who secretly hope to 
destroy business, including the honest progres- 
sives who, now their allies, hope for honest 
regulation of business. 


The trouble with the progressive cause at 


this moment is that its leadership has fallen 
into the hands of men who at heart are social- 
ists and communists. Realizing that the mo- 
ment for a socialist drive has not arrived, they 
are using the labels of older parties further to 
undermine honest business against the 
day 


when they can with safety leave their cover 
and take the field for the revolutionary plan 
of casting aside the government of Washing- 
ton and Lincoln for that of Carl Marx. 


In other words, dishonest business has lost 


control of the conservatives,' however it may 
show its head in that group, while honest pro- 
gressives have lost control of their faction to 
the socialists and other revolutionary radicals. 


Wisconsin should solemnly ponder this sit- 


uation. Attacks upon the courts and the con- 
stitution at this moment all look toward 
a 


plan to discard the government of the 
fore- 


fathers. Coalition of republican radicals with 
socialists and communists of the Berge2--Town- 
ley type have s. grave significance for America. 
They are covert drives against every man who 
holds sacred his own right of private enter- 
prise. 
They war secretly upon ever farmer 


who owns his farm, upon every shopkeeper and 
every honest business man, upon the entire 
fabric of human freedom which those 
who 


landed at Plymouth Rock came here to establish 
;3ind preserve. They would set up instead of 
these inheritances from 
the 
pilgrimage to 


America and the Declaration of Independence, 
the things which have made a. new tryanny of 
Freedom's name in Russia, a country whose 
own apologists admit their error by restoring 
gradually the rights of private property and 
private enterprise, but in which nevertheless 
newspapers and news cables are censored by 
the most absolute dictatorship ever 
known, 


where men are compelled to accept such em- 
ployment as the government chooses for them, 
and to stick to it at the point of the bayonet, 
where the farmer has no title to his land but a 
lease issued by a government at whose whim it 
can be taken from him, where famine is so 
much a matter of natural consequences that 
to be half fed is a blessing, and where farmers 
had to bury their seed in the ground in order 
to save it for the planting, against the greed 
of the greatest government army- maintained 
anywhere in the world in this period of escape 
from militarism. 


These are things to ponder solemnly. Wis- 


consin politicians who deal with the Russian 
soviet dictatorship's friends in the state should 
be subjected to close scrutiny. Men who trav- 
el together arrive together at a common desti- 
nation. The conflict 
between 
constitutional 


frovc-rnmerit and class dictatorship is at hand. 
It will ?hake the foundations of the 
world. 


America set up a new concept of constitutional 
government, a new idea of human 
freedom. 


It has been the model for downtrodden peoples 
v.-ho sought emancipation. 
A 
comparatively 


small group has set up against it a new class 
despotism as tyrannical as the old, as cruel and 
as impossible of adjustment to human rights. 
Those who back this wild new idea war upon 
Washington and Lincoln.

DEBATED IN COURT

mission of Wisconsin has followed the 
custom set in that year and paid up-

claims of

guardsmen, the commission affirming 
that the guardsmen-wore employes of 
the state by virtue of their eallstment 
pa-pci-s. Last. April Herbert O. Brick- 
snn, n member of the headquarters 
troop of the Twenty-second Cavalry 
division, stationed here, fell from his 
horse, breaking his leg. The commis- 
sion awarded him his medical treat- 
ment and $1.38.02 but this was pro- 
tested by Attorney General AV. ,T. 
Morgan, who declared that the 
com- 


mission'acted in excess of its author- 
ity and without any basis ol law in 
making such award. 


"If Wisconsin National Guardsmen 


cannot recover compensation from the 
state for injuries received Tvhiile ac- 
tually on duty." declared Chnirman 
!•'. M. Wilcox of the industrial com- 
mission
